J rate of 4 per cent, payable semi-an­ 
nually. 
The bonds will be free of tho 
| Pennsylvania state tax, and offer an 
attractive 
and 
stable 
investment, 
member* of the hoard said. 
The bonds will be issued in demoni- 
I nations of $500 and $1,000. The first 
j bonds in the issue will mature in 1932 
and the last ones in 1950. 
$11,000 Outstanding 
The school board at present has 
[ outstanding $11,000 in building bonds, 
w hich are being retired at the rate 
of $1,000 a year. The security behind 
the old and proposed issues is more 
than 
ample 
to 
protect 
investors, 
school board members assert. 
With the present tax rate for bond 
purposes at 2 mills, the school mem­ 
bers were confident today that no in­ 
crease in that millage will be required 
to provide for interest payments and 
the retirement of the new issue. The 
tax rate for general school purposes 
is 16 mills at present. 
The school board will fix the tax 
rate for 1927 at the April or May 
meeting, it 
was stated 
today, and 
present indications are given that 
there will be no increase in the aggre­ 
gate tax rate. 
Expect Reduction 
Members of the school board point­ 
ed out that with the assessed valua­ 
tion of Gettysburg real estate, used 
as the hasis for tax collections, in- 
I creasing yearly, the revenue from that 
I source w ill mount steadily so that 
I within a few years, substantial reduc­ 
tion in school taxes is forecast, barr­ 
ing unforeseen contingencies, mem- 
i hers of the board said. 
Temporary loans were resorted to 
by the board to finance payments on 
| the new high school building, and the 


J desire to fund those loans was the 
impetus behind the authorization of 
the proposed bond issue. 
The cost of equipping the new high 
school building and the improvement 
of the grounds around it was some­ 
what higher than the board had antic- 
j ipated when work was begun on the 
new structure, 
lu th e r than skimp on

Death Comes After First Rally Following

Dean Jerome (’. Jackson, rounding out his first year as dean of men 
at Gettysburg college, 
died at the Warner hospital Monday evening at 5:45 
o clock 
after a brief illness from 
acute diabetes and acute nephritis. 
^ 
Dean Jackson, although suffering from dia- 
hetes for the last nine years, took an active in­ 
terest in a majority of the student and faculty 
activities and at the time of his being taken ill 
.Saturday evening was preparing to depart for 
Dartmouth college to make a study of the dean's 
office of that institution. 
He was stricken Satur­ 
day evening and although under the care of a 
physician his condition became aggravated Sun­ 
day afternoon and two physicians were called 
to diagnose his malady, pronouncing him suf­ 
fering from ptomaine poisoning. 
At 3 o’clock Monday morning his condition 
became acute and he lapsed 
into 
a 
semi-con­ 
scious condition, remaining in that state until almost the time'of his death. 
He was removed to the Warner hospital Monday morning and Harrisburg 
specialists were called to a consultation and pronounced him suffering 
from acute diabetes and acute nephritis. 
At 5:30 o’clock Dean Jackson 
rallied and was able to converse with his 
wife and the physicians about 
his bedside, but at 5:45 o’clock he suddenly expired. 
Dean Jackson was elected to the 
position he held at the college by the 
board of directors June 8, 1926, hav­ 
ing previously Peen associated with 
the 
department 
of 
education 
and 
philosophy. 
He came to that position well fitted 
for its duties for he had not only 
worked under eminent educators at 
the University of Wisconsin and Co­ 
lumbia university in practical courses 
dealing with the management of col­ 
lege men, but he had a personality 
preeminently qualified for that posi­ 
tion.

It was a pretty moonlight evening 
not so long ago that Mrs. Maynard 
was sole guard at her husband’s jail. 
The sheriff was searching for a man 
wanted for trial in 
another county.
